Melchior  Adam  Pastor ius  was  a  scholar,  author,  and  traveller, 
besides  his  official  positions.  At  the  age  of  nine  months  he  was 
nearly  drowned  with  his  mother  in  the  Rhine.  Later  he  was  driven 
from  his  father's  house  by  soldiers  of  Gustavus  Adolphus.  He 
studied  poetry  and  rhetoric  at  Erfurt,  and  philosophy  at  Wurtzburg; 
travelled  to  Gotha,  Fulda,  Frankfort,  Mayence,  Aschaf f enburg,  and 
Wurtzburg.  On  August  26,  1644,  he  entered  a  college  at  Rome; 
graduating  four  years  later  as  Lit.  Doctor.  He  then  travelled  thence 
to  Vienna,  France,  and  Nancy;  was  arrested  as  a  spy  at  Meaux,  but  was 
released  by  passports  and  letters  from  Cardinal  Mazarin,  At  Paris, 
he  found  so  much  tumult  that  he  kept  to  his  room,  where  he  wrote  four 
little  books;  and  left  on  June  12,  1649  for  Amiens,  Lyons,  Geneva, 
and  Basle.  At  Sommerhausen  he  was  converted  to  the  Lutheran  faith 
and  married  for  the  first  time.  Learned  in  lav/  and  theology,  he  then 
settled  at  Windsheim,  of  which  he  wrote  a  history,  and  where  he  held 
many  offices,  including  those  of  burgomaster  and  Superior  Judge.

His  ancestry,  however,  was  Scotch;  the  northern  counties 
of  Ireland  were  occupied  by  the  Scotch  Covenanters  at  the  tine  of  the 
battle  of  the  Boyne,  and  among  then  were  William  Wilson's  ancestors.

There  are  many  Volf  families  in  and  about  Philadelphia  and  German¬ 
town;  nobody  yet  seems  to  have  h?„d  sufficient  courage  to  attempt  to 
disentangle  them.  The  following  article,  from  H.H.Egle's  Notes  and 
Queries ,  1397,  p.  189,  may  be  a^clue  to  some  future  investigator.: 
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The  Wolf  Family  of  Bethel  Township,  Berko  County . 

.  nohael  Wolf,  the  emigrant,  came  to  Pennsylvania  in 
1754  c  On  the  same  vessel  were  others  of  the  sa.me  name, 
probably  relatives.  Although  Michael  was  a  German,  he 
nevertheless  was  a  resident  of  Amsterdam,  Holland,  for 
some  years  prior  to  his  emigration  to  Pennsylvania. 

Upon  his  o.rrival  in  America,  he  proceeded  to  Bethel 
township,  Berks  county,  where  he  became  a  landholder 
in  1755.

The  earliest  ancestor  of  Mary  (Wolf)  Pastorius  who  has  as  yet  been 
positively  traced  is  George  Wolf  of  St.  Michael’s  Lutheran  Church  of 
Germantown.  It  is  possible  that  he  was  a  son  of  Balthasar  and 
Magdalena  Wolf,  who  attended  the  same  church,  and  had  a  son  named 
George;  but  the  probability  seems  to  bo  th^t  George  Wolf’s  mother 
was  named  Elizabeth,  not  Magdalena. 

According  to  the  records  of  St.  Michael’s  Lutheran  Church, 
Balthasar  and  Magdalena  Wolf  had  five  children:

ANTES  FAMILY 

The  Antes  genealogy  has  been  compiled  in  the  Dotterer  papers  in  the 
Pennsylvania.  Historical  Society,  and  published  in  the  Schwenksville , 
Pa . ,  Item  for  May  19- June  23,  1882.  Mr.  Dotterer  erred  on  the 
marriage  of  Maria  Antes  to  Christoph  7/under  ;  but  the  church  records 
are  explicit , and  his  error  was  a  natural  one. 

I.  FRIEDRICH  ANTES  (or  Anttos)  came  to  Pennsylvania  in  1723  or 
earlier.  He  lived  at  first  in  Germantown,  but  soon  settled  for  good 
in  New  Hanover  Township,  in  1723. 

He  married  (1)  Anna  Catherine  — in  Europe,  whore  his  first 
child  was  born.  On  April  9,  1742,  Friedrich  Antes  married  (2) 
Elizabeth  Catherina  Nayman  -it  the  first  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Philadelphia;  by  her  he  had  no  children.

Henry  Antes  was  brought  to  Pennsylvania  by  his  p- rents.  He 
settled  in  Frederick  Township  on  a  farm,  where  he  became  known  as 
"the  Pious  Layman  of  Fredericktown",  He  was  the  close  friend  of 
Bishop  Spangenberg,  with  whom  lie  made  a  thrilling  trip  in  1752  to 
North  Carolina,  during  which  he  was  taken  sick,  but  returned  safely 
in  1753.  Before  this  he  had  been  a  great  supporter  of  the  Moravians. 
In  1742  he  organized  the  meeting  for  religious  tolerance.  On  July 
27,  1746,  he  went  to  the  Moravian  settlement  at  Bethlehem,  where  he 
was  their  architect  and  business  manager;  but  lie  withdrew  in  April 
1750,  because  they  introduced  a  white  surplice  during  celebration  of 
the  Eucharist;  and  returned  to  his  farm.  He  befriended  Whitefield 
and  Count  Zinzendorf.  He  d.icd  July  20,  1755  on  his  farm,  and  wes 
buried  there.  His  epitaph  (copied  from  the  Montgomery  Ledger  of 
Pottstown,  August  20,  1895)  reads:  "Hier  ruhet  /Heinrich  Antes  /

IS,  son  of  Henry  and  Christina  (Dewees) 
at  Frederick  Township,  and  died  Sept- 
Penn.  He  lived  in  Freder ickstown  until 


about  1780;  the  baptisms  of  his  children  are  all  recorded  in  the 
books  of  the  Falkner  Swamp  Reformed  Church.  About  1780  he  moved  to 
Northumberland  county,  whither  his  brothers  William  and  Henry  had. 
preceded  him.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  Revolution,  he  was  one  of  His 
Majesty’s  Justices  of  the  Peace;  he  continued  this  office  under  the 
new  government .  On  Monday,  July  8,  1776  (the  day  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  was  declared  at  Philadelphia),  he  was  elected  a  member 
for  the  Provincial  Convention  for  Phi ladel phia  county .  As  an  expert 
gun-smith  he  was  in  great  demand;  he  was  the  first  person  to  casta 
cannon  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  -  this  he  did  at  his  furnace^  in 
Chester  (Montgomery)  county.  On  May  6,  1777,  he  received  his  com 
mission  as  Colonel,  being  given  command  of  the  Sixth  Battalion. 

Lord  Howe  is  said  to  have  offered  L  200  for  him,  alive  or  dead.  On 
July  13  1779,  he  was  appointed  Justice  in  Northumberland  county, 
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where  he  continued  es  a  gunsmith.  His  gre' t  mechanical  skill  intro¬ 
duced  him  to  Dr.  Priestly  (who  mentions  hire  in  his  Memoirs ,  page  195, 
as  a  ."man  cf  mild  and  amiable  manners”  with  a  good  knowledge  of  me¬ 
chanics  derived  from  his  own  experience,  and  a  vast  fund  of  inform¬ 
ation  on  many  subjects,  which  Dr.  Priestly  "frequently  found  useful 
to  resort  to”).  For  Dr.  Priestly,  he  made  many  delicate  philosoph¬ 
ical  instruments.  In  1767  he  was  released  as  Director  of  the  Falkner 
Swamp  Church,  but  liis  large  donations  continued  until  1778.  He 
risked  and  lost  his  fortune  in  the  Revolution.  On  April  10,  1810, 
the  township  of  Allegheny,  Huntington  (now  Blair)  county,  was  re¬ 
named  ANTES  "in  testimony  of  the  high  regard  which  this  court  enter¬ 
tains  for  the  memory  of  the  late  Colonel  Antes,  of  the  •sown  and 
county  of  Northumberland,  as  well  on  account  of  his  Revolutionary 
services  as  of  his  personal  worth,  talents,  integrity,  and  piety*” 

On  May  1,  1755  he  married  (l)  Barbara  Tyson,  daughter  of  Peter  and 
Catherine  Tyson  of  Towanencin  township.  She  died  February  6,  1775 
at  Frederick  Township.  He  then  married  (2)  Catherine  Schuler, 
daughter  of  William  and  Elizabeth  (Tyson)  Schuler,  on  August  17,  1775 
she  survived  him,  and  died  December  15,  1816,  at  Selinsgrove,  Penn, 
aged  71 .
